INSPITEOF 
LABOR RIFTS 


SAN FRANCISCO—A strong upward 
surge in business throughout Califor- 
nia has been blocked by the water 
front tie-up, according to a report to 
be given to the directors of the Cali- 
fornia State Chamber of Commerce :n 
their meeting today. The report states 
that while general business activity in 
California has moved toward higher 
levels since November, unfavorable 
conditions exist in industries asso- 
ciated with foreign trade and where 
other labor frictions retard operations. 

While the general rains since the 
middle of December, have been favor- 
able to agriculture by replenishing the 
needed. soil moisture, the low tempera- 
ture and frosts during January caused 
considerable damage to the citrus and 
winter truck crops and retarded the 
growth of range and pasture feed. 

The 1936 gross farm income from 
crops, livestock, and livestock products 
for California is unofficially estimated 
at about $618,000,000, an increase of 17 
per cent over 1935 and 66 per cent 
greater than the low for 1932. It is, 
however, still 18 per cent under the 


high for 1929. 

The December employment index, 
adjusted for expected seasonal changes 
reached 107 per cent of the 1926 aver- 
age, which was the highest since De- 
cember, 1929. Employment during De- 
cember was about 11 per cent greater 
than for the same month in 1935 and 
total payrolls showed a gain of 19 per 
cent. 


California’s mineral output during 
1936 aggregated $300,557,000, an in- 
crease of 1214 per cent over the pre- 
vious year and the largest since 1929. 

Total value of building permits for 
51 California cities increased 714 per. 
cent during December as compared 
with the previous month, after adjust- 
ment is made for seasonal influences. 
The total for 1936 was slightly over 
$173,000,000, or 80 per cent greater 
than the total for 1935.
